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preface to t^t ^etonlr edition* 



I^HE origin of this work is thus stated with sufficient detail, in 
the Preface to the first edition : — 

" This work owes its origin to an accidental circnmstance. Some time ago I was called npon 
to adyiee^on the powers possessed by Local Boards elected under the ' Local Gh>yemment Act^ 
1858/ with respect to Pablic Libraries and Mnsenms. As such Boards had, howeyer, at the 
time in question no powers whateyer with regard to this matter, I subsequently assisted in 
framing a Bill to confer powers on them, which Bill being introduced into the House of Commons 
in 1871 by my friend Mr. /. 0. Talbot^ M,P.f soon became the Statute 34 & 35 Vict., c. 71. 

** It was in consequence of finding, when engaged upon Mr. Talbot's Bill, that there was 
no work in existence on the seyeral Libraries Acts that I was led to think there might be rooxn 
for such a publication as that now in the hands of the reader. 

*' Intended as it is, as much for the Gleneral Public as for the Profession, it has been 
prepared with especial attention to clearness of arrangement and facility of reference, and will 
be found, it is belieyed, to present a complete yiew of the subject to which it relates, a subject 
which it may be hoped will, under the stimulus supplied by the Educational tendencies of the 
day, soon receiye more attention at the hands of Batepayers than has hitherto been the case." 

Contrary to my expectation, and in spite of its limited scope^ 
the book became more in request than I had anticipated ; and the 
question arose whether it might not be worth while to increase its 
usefulness by maMng it a book of general reference on the Law 
relating to all kinds of Institutions connected with Literature, Science, 
and Art. This idea has been carried out in the second edition. If 
the results seem rather meagre, and the present contents rather 
miscellaneous, the fact is due to the scarcity of the materials available. 
So far, however, as Statute and Case Law is concerned, I do not think 
that anything of importance has been omitted.

One obvious reason why materials for a work like this are not 
very abundant is that such a large number of Literary and Scientific 
Societies derive their legal status not from Statutes at all, but from 
Royal Charters, or voluntary Trust Deeds, or informal agreements, 
which, except in the rare cases of litigation amongst the members, 
never in print come under the notice of lawyers. 

Mr. S. J. Sood^ of the Equity Bar, has rendered me valuable 
assistance in the preparation of the Notes of Cases, and generally in 
the reading of the proofs of the book.

gntroittitiom 

ALTHOUGH the subject about to receive attention is of comparatively 
recent origin, the earliest Statute dating only from 1845, yet no fewer 
than 1 1 " Public Libraries Acts " were sanctioned by the Legislature between 
the year in question and 1871. England, Scotland, and Ireland have each 
been the subjects of separate legislation, and inasmuch as it will involve 
hardly any repetition to keep the Enactments relating to the 3 Kingdoms 
entirely separate, that course will be adopted in the Digest which follows. 

The consideration of the subject in its details will be facilitated if we first 
have before us an outline of the several Acts, and briefly review the circum- 
stances relating to the passing of each. 

The first Act which received the sanction of the Legislature was 8 & 9 
Vict., 43, passed in 1845. I* related to Museums only, and being very 
concise in its provisions may be supposed not to have answered the purpose 
of its promoters, for in 1850 it was repealed by 13 & 14 Vict., 66, which 
took \\b place. 

Previously, however, to this last-named Act coming before Parliament as 
a Bill, a select Committee of the House of Ck>mmons, presided over by Mr* 
W. Ewart, sat to inquire into the Public Libraries of the United Kingdom. 
These were found to be very few in number, and very inadequate in other 
respects to the growing requirements of the communiiy, and the information 
collected by the Oonmiittee may be considered the cause of the passing of the 
Act of 1850. 

The Act 13 & 14 Vict., 65, only applied to England, but by 16 & 17 
Vict., lOi, it was extended to Scotland and Ireland. This was in 1853.

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This Extension Act only remained intact for a year ; for by 1 7 & 1 8 
Vict., 64, a General Act for Scotland (1854), it was repealed as to Scotland, 
and by 18 & 19 Vict., 40, a General Act for Ireland, (1855), i* ^^ repealed 
as to Ireland. 

In the same Session a new General Statute, 18 & 19 Vict., 70, was 
passed to regulate the formation of Public Libraries in England. This Act 
repealed the former Act of 1 850, except as to anything already done under it. 

Some years now elapsed ere Parliament again turned its attention to the 
law re^rding Libraries and Museums, but in 1866 some alterations were 
made m the English Act of 1855, by 29 & 30 Vict., 114, chiefly with 
reference to the adoption of the Act in Boroughs. Two important changes 
were also made on points of detail. The majority necessary for the adoption 
of the Act was no longer to be two-thirds of the persons voting at the 
meeting called to consider the question, but simply " more than one-half." 
All restrictions as to population were also removed. These two modifications 
applied to Scotland as weU as to England. 

In the Session of 1867 an Act was passed "to amend and consolidate 
the Public Libraries Act, (Scotland).'* This Statute (30&31 Vict., 37) is 
now the principal Act on the subject relating to Scotland. It was however 
amended in the Session of 1871 by 34 & 35 Vict., 69, which conferred some 
additional powers as to management on the Public Bodies intrusted with the 
working of Libraries and Museums. 

The same Session (1871) also witnessed the passing of an Act (34 & 35 
Vict., 71) conferring on Local Boards of Health constituted under the 
" Public Health Act, 1848," or the *' Local Government Act, 1858," the same 
powers with respect to Libraries and Museums as those which the " Public 
Libraries Act, 1855," g^"^® ^ Boards formed imder Local Improvement 
Acts. 

In the Session of 1877 ^^ supplementary Acts were passed, which, 
though short in themselves, were of considerable practical value. By the 
Act, 40 & 41 Vict., 15, the Statutes relating to Ireland were amended and 
extended ; and by the Act 40 & 41 Vict., 54, important facilities for ascer- 
taining the views of the Ratepayers by means of Voting-papers were pro- 
vided. 

Attempts, hitherto unfortunately abortive, have more than once been 
made in Parliament to raise the Statutory maximum limit of i d. in the £ 
for PubHc Library Bates to 2d. But it is to be hoped that the ignorant 
prejudice which has up to the present time thwarted the efforts made in this 
direction, may eventually be conquered. 

Prom this summary it wiU be seen that the Law is tolerably ample, but it 
is scattered through an inconveniently large number of Statutes, and now 
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that the principle of Public Libraries has been before the Country for more 
than a quarter of a century, the time seems to have arrived for having one 
(General Statute to regulate them all. 

In the Digest which follows, the Iaw respecting Libraries and Museums

INTERPRETATION OF TERMS USED IN THE

^toipretotioiior jN the Construction of the " Public Libraries Act, 1855," the 
^* 29 vi«t., J^ following words and expressions shall, unless there be something 
in the subject or context repugnant to such construction, have the 
following meanings ; 

" Parish *' shall mean every place maintaining its own poor. 

" Vestry " shall mean the inhabitants of the Parish lawfully 
assembled in Vestry, or for any of the purposes for which Vestries 
are holden, except in those Parishes in which there is a Select 
Vestry elected under the Act 59 Geo. III., 12, or under the Act 
I & 2 Will. IV., 60, or under the provisions of any Local Act for

pKed for the redemption of mortgages created under the authority 
of the Act of 1 87 1, and to no other purpose whatever, and shall be 
lodged in any of the banks in Scotland incorporated by Act of 
Paniament or Boyal Charter, or invested in Government Securities, 
or lent out at interest in the name and at the discretion of the 
Magistrates and Coimcil, or the Board, as the case may be, until 
the same be applied for the purposes before specified. 

(79.) The Irish "Public Libraries Act" confers no borrowing »8*»9Viot..40. 
powers on those charged with its execution. That so many years 
should have elapsed without any such powers having been sought 
and obtained, goes to show that not much use has been made of the 
Act by Local Authorities in Ireland.

1. The Chief Librarian shall have the general saperintendenoe of the Library and Mosenm, and 
shall be responsible for the safe keeping of the books, newspapers, sx>eoimens, and other property 
belonging thereto. He shall keep snoh books of acoonnt and registers as the Library Oonunittee 
shall require, and shall comply with all the lawful directions of Sie Ck>xnmittee apphcable to his 
office. 

2. The Library Committee shall not give or divide any money or property to or between any of 
its members. 

8. The Library, Beading Boom, and Museum shall be open to the public from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
every day, except Sunday, Christmas Day, and Good Friday, and except such other days as the 
Committee may from time to time deem necessary for the execution of repairs or for cleaning the 
premises. 

4* No charge for admission shall be made, but the Librarian and attendants are authorised to 
exclude persons who appear intoxicated, or in an uncleanly condition, or who are under [ 14 ] years 
of age. 

6. No audible conversation is permitted in the Library or in the Reading Boom ; nor is smoking, 
gaming, betting, or profane or indecent language allowed in any part of the building. Bef resh- 
ments are only to be served or taken in the rooms (if any^ which are prescribed for the purpose. 

6. No visitor shall be allowed to pass within the railing which separates the tables mm. the 
book-cases, nor to remove any book from a shelf except by permission of an attendant. 

7, Every person on entering the building i^all write, or cause to be written, his name, residence, 
and occupation, in a book to be provided for that purpose ; and such signature shaU be deemed to 
imply that the writer is prepared to admit that these By-Laws are binding on him. Without such 
signature as aforesaid, no person shall be permitted to use either the Library, the Beading Boom, 
or the Museum. Wilfully giving a false name or a false address shall subject the oflbnder to a 
penalty as hereinafter prescribed. 

8* Every reader shall apply for the books he wants by entering their names on tickets provided 
for the purpose. He shall sign each ticket, and such signature shall operate as a receipt for the 
book named on such ticket ; and he shall, before quitting the Library, return each book: into the 
hands of an attendant, and claim Uie re-deHvery of the corresponding receipt, with the view of its 
being cancelled ; otherwise he will be held responsible for the book to which it refers. 

9. Every reader who shall leave the Library or Beading Boom without returning to the 
Librarian, or to an attendant, any book lent to him, or who shall soil, write in, or otherwise damage 
any book, may be called upon to pay the full value of the said book, or to replace the said book 
within [one] week with a new copy of the said book of equal value ; but in any such case he shall 
be entitled to receive the damaged copy. 

10. The Librarian shall exclude any person who shall neglect or decline to comply with any 
of these By-Laws ; and he shall not permit any person to remain on the premises who shall wilfully 
offend against any Bv-Law, or be guilty of any disorderly or improper conduct. He may idso for 
sufficient reasons withhold any book from any person desirous of borrowing the same. Any person 
who may consider himself aggrieved by any act of the Librarian may appeal to the Library 
Committee. 

11. Catalogues shall be kept on the tables for the use of visitors. 

12. Beaders desirous of recommending books for addition to the Library, or of making any 
suggestions as to its management, mky do so in the "Suggestion Book *' provided for that purpose. 
Such book shall be laid before the Library Committee at stated intervals. Beaders making entries 
in that book must append their names and addresses. 

13. Certain costly illustrated works are only issued after a written application to the Library 
Committee. Illustrations of all kinds may be copied, but not traced, it having been found that the 
practice of tracing often leads to serious cfamage being done to illustrations. 
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14. Beaden are partdaalarly requeated to take oare not to soil any books lent to them, nor to P*JJ*8* ^ 
torn down the leaves. They are also requested to report to the Librarian any accidental injury *><><>'■• 
which may happen to a book whilst in their possession, or which they may discover to have occurred 
preriously.

THE Statutes here printed are given in their chronological order, without 
any attempt at classification. 

It is believed that for purposes of reference the inconvenience of having 
to examine several sets of Statutes to find any required one, is greater, on 
the whole, than the inconvenience of having kindred Statutes separated from 
one another by others because those others happen to be of intermediate 
date. 

Repealed provisions are either omitted altogether, or where for any reason 
entire omission would have been undesirable, such provisions are printed in 
Italic. 

. The Marginal Notes have been in most cases simplified and shortened so 
as to make them more convenient. 

The Foot-notes are designed to be just numerous and ample enough to 
prevent a person who consults only the Statutes being seriously misled for 
want of sufficient cross references to earKer and later Statutes. Explanatory 
comments have been very sparingly supplied, for such belong rather to Part 
I. of this work. 

Having regard to the limited constituency (so to speak) to which this work 
appeals, it has not been deemed expedient to increase its bulk by reprinting 
here all the various Clauses Acts which, in whole or in part, as the case may 
be, are incorporated by the "Public Libraries Acts." 

The text of the Revised Statutes^ up to date, has been made use of as far 
as possible; and omissions by reason of repeals, &c., are therefore not 
particularised in citations from that edition of the Statutes. But where the 
citations are from the Law jReports Statutes exclusively, reasons are given 
to explain omissions. Eonnal words (" Be it enacted, &c." .....) are 
imiformly struck out everywhere that they occur in the original text at the 
commencement of Sections.

The proportion for each of such Parishes of such expenses shall be paid out of the monies to be 
raised for the relief of the Poor of the same respective Parishes accordingly ; 

But no more than 8 Crommissidners shall be appointed for each Parish *, 

And the Commissioners so appointed for each of such Parishes shall in the management of the 
said Public Library and Museum form one body of Commissioners, and shall act accordingly in the 
execution of this Act ; 

And the accounts of the Commissioners shall be examined and reported on by the Auditor or 
Auditors of each of such Parishes ;

Rate, and to the recovery of Rates, shall be incorporated with this Act [" except as regurds Muni- 
cipal Boroughs"— 29 & 30 Vict., 114, k IJ; 

And whenever the words '* Special Act ' occur in 'the Act so incorporated, they shall mean the 
" Public Libraries Act, 1866 ; " 

The accounts of the said Board and Commissioners respectively with reference to the execution 
of this Act shall at all reasonable times be open, without charge, to the inspeetion of every person 
rated to the Improvement Rate or to the Rates for the relief of the Poor of the Parish, as the case 
may be, who may make copies of or extracts from such accounts, without paying for the same ; 

And in case the Board or the Commissioners, or any of them respectively, or any of their respec- 
tive officers or servants having the custody of such accounts, shall not permit the same accounts to 
be inspected, or copies of or extracts from the same to be made, every person so offending shall for 
every such offence forfeit any sum not exceeding £5, 

16> For carrying this Act into execution, the Council, Board, or Commissioners respectively may,

22. The lands and buildings so to be appropriated, purchased, or rented as aforesaid, and all 
other real and personal propertv whatever presented to or purchased for any Library or Museum 
established under this Act, or School, shall be vested, in the case of a Borough, in the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Burgesses, in the case of a District in the Board, and in the case of a Parish or 
Parishes in the Commissioners. 

23. If any meeting called as aforesaid to determine as to the adoption of this Act for any 
Borough, District, or Parish shall determine against the adoption, no meeting for a similar purpose 
ghall be held for the space of one year at least from the time of holding the previous meeting. 

24. The Lord Mayor of the City of London shall, on the request of the Lord Mavor, Aldermen, 
and Commons of the City of London, in Common Council assembled, convene a public meeting in 
manner hereinbefore mentioned of all persons rated and assessed to the Consolidated Rate in the

1- The " Public Libraries Aot (Scotland^ IS64," and bo much of the " Public Libraries Amend- ii&i8yiat.,el. 
ment Act (England and Scotlsnd), 1866, as relates to Scotland, are hereby repealed, but such "l^y^SI^J? 
repeal shall not invalidate or aSect anything already done in purriance of these Acts or either of 2 ^iMtB 
thsim; Boatlud 

And sU Public Libraries and Museums established in Scotland under these Acta or either of lepedal.

S. In the construction of this Aot the following words and expressions shall have the meanings Intsrprstatiai 
hereby assigned, if not inconsistent with the context or subject matter j that is to say, at tuma.

THS following explanations as to the objects aimed at in this Digest may oonyeniently be given as a 
guide to the reader consnlting it. 

Where a^ decision was apx>ealed against, references to !Beports of the Case in its earlier stages are 
nsnaUy omitted unless some spedal reasons for not doing so were found to exist. 

Much confusion often arises in dtinff references to periodicaJs ruxming over a long term of years, 
where there exists an "Old" and a ''New^ Series of each. Having considered this matter in connection 
with the LoM Jowmal and Law Times, and bearing in mind that the " New Series " of each of these 
periodicals has now been ^oing on for many years, and that references to the *' Old Series" are not only 
few, but cannot increase, it has been decided on reflection to suppress the letters " H. s." usually 
appended to references to the above-named periodicals, and to do the converse thing, that is, append 
the letters "o. s." to such references as apply to the " Old Series " of each respectively. This arrange- 
ment, it is to be understood, is limited to tne Imid Jou/mal and Law Times, and does not extend to any 
other works, so that the Cmnmon Bench BeporU, for instance, are cited in the usual way, " Common 
Bench" and " Common Bench, New Series," and so on in other instances. 

The ample Index appended, coupled with a little ingenuity on the part of the reader in always turning 
to more heads than one, will, it is noped, render reference to the Oases a task free from serious difficulty. 

Though the Weekly Beporter is not as a rule cited, many of the Oases wiU be found therein. The 
dates appended will facilitate search. The WeMy Beporter and the Jurist are usually only cited in 
instances where no other Report was to be had, but this has not been from any distrust of tne Weekly 
Beporter at any rate, because I have often found it to be a very trustworthy and useful publication. It 
was necessary, however to draw tlie line somewhere, or there would have been a superfluity of references 
in many places. 

Oases which are obsolete by reason of subsequent legislation, or because they have been over-ruled, 
are usuallv suppressed altogether. If in a few instances the titles of such Oases have been given with 
an asterisk prefixed, this has been done because it was judged convenient for l^ome reason or other that 
arguments or Dicta mentioned in the Reports of these Oases should not be entirely lost from record. 

The reader who concerns himself with such details will find that great pains have been taken to exhibit 
the references not only correctly but methodically. Every reference has been specially verified and 
very cardEully read at press. It should be stated, however, that this remark does not apply to the 
Justice of the Peace, for the Library of my Inn (the Inner Temple), does not contain a file of that 
periodical, the Benchers judging it unworthy of a place on their Library shelves. The JJP. references 
are therefore mostly second-nand, and I have no means of guaranteeing the accuracy of the earlier ones. 

Oare has been taken in the Index to distinguish Oases of the same name from one another, and I likewise 
hope that in no instance has the same Oase been printed by mistake under 2 or more names, though 
the fact that certain Reporters, especially those of the Law Times, display a lack of uniformity m 
their system of namiTig the Oases which they report has made the task of collation one of great 
trouble and difficulty.

HAYING in Book I. examined the Lawrelating to the foundation i8&x9yiot.,«; 
and maintenance of Public Libraries and Museums supported p*3?vtoJ*;^; 
out of Local Bates we have now to consider the Law applicable to ' ^' 
the foundation and maintenance of other Listitutions formed for 
purposes connected with Literature, Science and Art, and governed, 
not by any Public Authorities but by private " Committees of 
Management," " Trustees," or " Managers." These Institutions are 
not only exceedingly numerous in the United Kingdom— probably 
there could hardly be found a market town without one of some 
kind — but they differ greatly among themselves in importance, 
wealth, usefulness, and popularity. Some, like the Boyal Society of 
London, or the Literary and Philosophical Society of Manchester, 
or the Royal Irish Academy, have a world-wide reputation, whilst 
others, imder the names of Natural History Societies, Church Insti- 
tutes, or Village Clubs, are purelv local in their operations and in- 
fluence, but are none the less useful in their way. 

(2.) A remark made in the Preface to this volume must be re- 
peated in substance here, to the effect that of Statute Law bearing on

If the Commissioners, having 
regard to the extent, nature, and objects and other circumstances 
of the Charity shall consider such Incorporation expedient they 
may grant a Certificate on such conditions as they think fit, relating 
to the qualifications, and number of the Trustees, their tenure or 
avoidance of office, and the mode of appointing new Trustees. The 
Trustees will thereupon become a Body Corporate, and will have 
perpetual succession and a common seal, and may sue and be sued 
in their Corporate name, and may hold and acquire and deal with 
property, real or personal, notwithstanding the Statutes of Mortmain ^^ j, gg^ 
but with a saving for the " Charitable Uses Act, 1735.'* 

(25.) The Certificate will have the effect of vesting in the new g^^^ ^^•• 
Body Corporate all the property of the Charity, with certain specified 
exceptions. 

(26.) The Act contains a large number of miscellaneous regula- g^ * ^,]?°**^ 
tions relating to the management by the Charity Commissioners of 
the negociations for the issue of Certificates, for which the reader is 
referred to the Act itself.

Sons between the a^es of 18 and 26, of annual members, will be admissible as annual members, but 
flubjeot to the regulations for the time being in force relative to the admission or election of annual members, on 
paying the entrance fee for the time being payable, and one- half of the annual subeoziption for the time being 
payable.

Number of t^ Committee, 

20. The Committee shall not, without the consent of a general meeting, oonsiBt of more than 16 or less than 
9 members.

21. The first Members of the Committee shall be : — and 
such others not exceeding in the whole 16, as the Committee for the time being shall at any time prior to the 
ordinary general meeting of the year 188 , appoint. All members of the Committee shall continue in office until 
the ordinary general meeting last-mentioned, except in case of death, resignation, or disqualification, in either of 
which events tiie Committee for the time being may appoint any person to supply the vacancy so occasioned.

VICTORIA, by the grace of Gk>d, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the 
Faith, to all to whom these presents shall come, greeting : 

WmouEAs it has been represented to us that Nicholas Wood, of Hotton, in the county of Durham, Esquire 
(since deceased) ; Thomas Emerson Forster, of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Esquire (since deceased) ; Sir George 
Illliott, Baronet (then George Elliott, Esquire), of Houghton Hall, in the said county of Durham, and Edward 
Fenwick Boyd, of Moor House, in the said county of Durh&m, Esquire, and others of our loving subjects, did, in 
the year 1862, form themselves into a Society, which is known by the name of " The North of England Institute 
of Mining and Mechanical Engineers," having for its objects the prevention of accidents in mines and the 
advancement of the Sciences of Mining and £mg^neering generally, of which Society Lindsay Wood, of South 
Hill, Chester-le-Street, in the County of Durham, Esquire, is the present President. 

And whereas it has been further represented to us that the Society was not constituted for gain, and that 
neither its projectors nor members derive nor have derived pecuniary profit from its prosperity ; that it has during 
its existence of a period of nearly a quarter of a century steadily devoted itself to tne preservation of human 
life and the safer development of mineral property ; that it has contributed substantially and beneficially to the 
prosperity of the country and the welfare and happiness of the working members of the community ; that the 
Society has since its establishment dilligently pursued its aforesaid objects, and in so doing has made costly 
expenments and researches with a view to lihe saving ,of life by improvements in the ventilation of mines, by 
ascertaining the conditions under which the safety lamp may be relied on for security ; that the experiments con- 
ducted by the Society have related to accidents in mines of every description, and have not been lunited to those 
proceeding from explofdons ; that the various modes of getting coal, whether by mechanical appliances or other- 
wise, have received careful and continuous attention, while the improvements in the mode of working and hauling 
below ground the machinery employed for preventing the disastrous falls of ruof underground, and the prevention 
of spontaneous combustion in seams of coal as well as in cargoes, and the providinff additional sec*2rity for tha 
miners in ascending and descending the pits, the improvements in the cages usea for this purpose, and in 
the safeguards against what is technically known as " over winding," have been most successful in lessening the 
dangers of mining, and in preserving human life ; that the Society has held meetings at stated periods, at which 
the results of the said experiments and researches have been considered and discussed, and has published a series 
of transactions filling many yolumes,'and forming in itself a highly valuable library of scientific reference, hj 
which Uie same have been made known to the public, and has formed a library of Scientific Works and collections 
of models and apparatus, and that distinguished persons in foreign countries have availed themselves of tha 
facilities affordea by the Society for communicating important scientific and practical discoveries, and thus a 
useful interchange of valuable information has been efPecibed ; that in particular, with regard to ventilation, the 
axperiments and researches of the Society, which have involved much pecuniary outlay and personal labour, and 
the detidls of which are recorded in the successive volumes of the Society's Transactions, have led to large and 
iniportant advances in the practical knowledge of that subject, thus the «>oiety's researches have tended largely

portion of the leading Mining Engineers in the United Kingdom. 

And whereas in order to secure the property of the Society, and to extend its useful operations, and to give it a 
more permanent establishment among the Sciexitific Institutions of our kingdom, we have been besought to grant 
to the said Lindsay Wood, and other the present members of the Society, and to those who shall herei^Fter b^mo 
members thereof, our Koyal Charter of Incorporation. 

Now know ye that we, being desirous of encouraging a design so laudable and salutary, of our especial grace, 
certain knowledge, and mere motion, haTO willed, granted, and declared, and do, by these presents, for us, our 
heirs, and successors, will, grant, and declare, that the said Lindsay Wood, and such others of our loving subjects 
as are now members of the said Society, and such others as shall from time to time hereafter become memben 
thereof, according to such By-Laws as shall be made as hereinafter mentioned, and their successors, shall for ever 
hereafter be, by virtue of these presents, one bodv, politic and corporate, by the name of ** The North of England 
Institute of Mining and Mechanical Engineers, ' and by the name aforesaid shall have perpetual succession 
and a common Seal, with full power and authority to alter, vary, break, and renew the same at their discretion, 
and by the same name to sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, in every Court 
of us, our heirs and successors, and be for ever able and capable in the Law to purchase, acquire, receive, possess, 
hold, and enjoy to them and their successors any goods and chattels whatsoever, and also be able and capable in 
the Law (notwithstanding the Statutes of Mortmain) to purchase, acquire, possess, hold and enjoy to them and 
their successors a hall or house, and any such other lands, tenements, or hereditaments whatsoever, as they may 
deem requisite for the purposes of the Society, the yearly value of which, including the site of the said hall, or 
house, shall not exceed in the whole the sum of £3000, computing the same respectively at the rack rent which 
might have been had or gotten for the same respectively at the time of the purchase or acquisition thereof. 

And we do hereby grant our especial licence and authority unto all and every person and persons and bodies 
politic and corporate, otherwise competent, to grant, sell, alien, convev or devise in Mortmain unto and to the use 
of the said Society and their successors, any lands, tenements, or hereditaments, not exceeding wiUi the lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments so purchased or previously acquired such annual value as aforesaid, and also any 
moneys, stocks, securities, and other personal estate to be laid out and disposed of in the purchase of any lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments not exceeding the like annual value. 

And we further will, gprant, and declare that the said Society shall have full power and authority, from time 
to time, to sell, grant, demise, exchange and dispose of absolutely, or by way of mortgage, or otherwise, any of the 
lands, tenements, hereditaments and possesssions, wherein they have any estate or interest, or which they shall 
acquire as aforesaid, but that no sale, mortgage, or other disposition of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments, of 
the Society shall be made, ex6ept with the approbation and concurrence of a general meeting. 

And our will and pleasure is, and we further grant and declare that for the better rule and government of the 
Society, and the direction and management of Uie concerns thereof there shall be a Council of the Society, to be 
appointed from among the members thereof, and to include the President and the Vice-Presidents, and such other 
office-bearers or past office-bearers as may be directed by such By-Laws as hereinafter mentioned, but so that the 
Council, including all ex-ojieio members thereof, shall consist of not more than 40 or less than 12 members, 
and that the Vice-Presidents shall be not more than 6 or less than 2 in number. 

And we do hereby further will and declare that the said Lindsay Wood shall be the first President of the 
Society, and the persons now being the Vice-Presidents, and the Treasurer and Secretary, shall be the first Vice- 
Pt^sidents, and the first Treasurer and Secretary, and the persons now being the members of the Council shall be 
the first members of the Council of the' Society, and that they respectively shall continue such untQ the first 
election shall be made at a general meeting in pursuance of these presents. 

And we do hereby further will and declare that, subject to the powers by these presents vested in the general 
meetings of the Society, the Council shall have the management of the Society, and of the income and property 
thereof, including the appointment of officers and servants, the definition of their duties, and the removal of any 
of such officers and servants, and generally* may do all such acts and deeds as they shall deem necessary or fitting 
to be done, in order to carry into full operation and efiect the objects and purposes of the Society, but so always 
that the same be not inconsistent with, or repugnant to, any of the provisions of this our Charter, or the laws of 
Our Kealm, or any By-Law of the Society in force for the time being. 

And we do further will and declare that at any general meeting of the Society it shall be lawful for the Society, 
subject as hereinafter mentioned, to make such By-Laws as to them shall seem necessary or proper for the regula- 
tion and good government of the Society, and of the Members and affairs thereof, and generally for carrying the 
objects of the Society into full and complete effect, and particularly (and without its being intended hereby to

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RULES OP THE CLUB, Limited. 

1. The** Club" Ib a non-politioal Club. 

2. It ahall consist of not more than members, but this number may be increased from time to time as the- 
Committee may determine. 

8. The Club shall be under the management of a Committee appointed according to the provisions of the 
Articles of Association. 

4- Candidates must be proposed by one member of the Club and seconded by another. The candidate's name^ 
rank, residence, and profession or occupation (if any) must, together with the names of his proposer aud seconder, 
be entered upon a form provided for uie purpose, which form, dated and countersigned by the Secretary, shall be 
exhibited in the principid room of the Club-house at least 7 days previously to the day of ballot, llie names 
df the proposer and seconder must be either in their own handwriting or in that of the Secretary, duly authorised 
in writing. The proposer must certify to a personal knowledge of the candidate. 

6. No candidate shall be elected until he shall have attaint the age of 18 years. 

6. The election of members, after the first 100, is vested in the members generally, and shall be by ballot. 
Fifteen members of the Club shall be a quorum for such ballot, and one black ball in every 6 balls shall exclude. 
A candidate who may be rejected can only be balloted for once again, except with the sanction of the Committee. 

7* Ballots for the election of members shall take place under the superintendence of at least one member of 
the Committee, on Saturdays, between the hours of 3 and 4 p.m. The member of the Committee in attendance 
for thispurpose shall declare the opening and closing of the ballot, and the result. 

8. The entrance fee on admission to the Club is for the present guineas, but power is vested in the 
Committee to increase the entrance fee if they shall see fit. 

9. The annual subscription is guineas for the first 100 members, but power having been vested in the 
Committee to increase the annual subscription when the number of 100 members was made up, it la for the 
present fixed at guineas.

14. Every member failing to pay his annual subscription, due on the Ist of January, shall, on the 1st 
Monday in February following, be applied to by the Secretary ; and if his subscription be not paid on or before 
the 1st of March, nis name snail be exhibited in a conspicuous place in the principal room of Uie Club-house ; 
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and if his sabsoription be not paid on or before the 1st of April, the said member shall oease to be a member of 
the Clab, but the Committee may re-admit him as a member if they think fit. 

16. Members wishing to resign must notify their wish by a letter to the Secretary not later than the 81it 
day of December. 

16. Any member who shall use the Club-house after the 1st of January, in any year, shaU be liable to pay hlB 
subscription for that year, 

17. An ordinary annual member shall hare the privilege of introducing from time to time to the Club one 
friend, not being a resident at or within 10 miles ; but this privilege, so far as regards one and the 
aame person, is only to last for 4 consecutive day» (Sunday not counting), and is not to be exercised more than 
twice in the course of the year in favour of the same person, and provided that such friend shall not have been so 
introduced by any other member of the Club during 3 months previously. The names and addresses of persons 
thus introduced to the Club-house, together with the names of tne members introducing them, shall be entered in 
a book, to be called the *' Strangers' Book," kept for that purpose. 

18- Sons of members shdl be admissible as members of the Club upon paying the usual entrance fee and oim- 
half the usual annual subscription during the time of their father's membership and whilst they reside with him, 
and are under 25 years of age. 

10. A candidate for admission as a member for a period less than a vear must not be resident in 
nor within 10 miles of the Club-house. When his nomination paper has been duly signed by his proposer and 
seconder, he may, provided 2 members of the Committee (not being either the proposer or seconder), countersign 
it, temporarily use the Club-house on depositing his subscription with the Secretary, pending an opportunity tot 
his name to be put up for ballot on the customary balloting day. A candidate who pays his subscription, and is 
afterwards rejected on the ballot, shall have the subscription which he has paid returned to him. A short-period 
member, at the expiration of the period for which he has been admitted, may renew his subscription from time 
to time if the Committee think fit, in which case he will be called upon to pay only the difierence between the 
sum he has already paid and that payable under Rule 20 for the period to which he purposes to extend his 
membership. A short-period member has not the privilege of introducing a friend or of voting at a ballot 
for annual members ; he may, however, nominate short-period members.

21. A book shall be kept in the principal room, in which members may enter complaints and suggestions ; and 
this book ^all be laid before the Committee at every ordinary meeting. 

22. Any member who shall cease to belong to the Club, either by resignation or otherwise, shall not have any 
part of his annual subscription for the current year returned to him. 

28. In case the conduct of any member, either in or out of the Club-house, shall, in the opinion of the 
Committee, be injurious to the character and interests of the Club, the Committee is empowered to call upon such 
member to resign ; and if he should not do so, the Committee may erase his name from the list of members, and 
he shall thencefortii be ineligible to enter the Club-house. 

24. Every member shaU discharge all expenses which he may have incurred in the Club-house before leaving 
it. Any breach of this rule shall be reported to the Committee at its next meeting. 

26. x^o member of the Club shall individually g^ve orders for any article to be supplied to the Club, or in any 
other way pledge the credit of the Club. 

26. No smoking shall be allowed in the Club-house except in the billiard-room, and in such other room (if 
any) as the Committee may set apart for that purpose. 

27. The conduct of a servant of the Club shall in no case be made a matter of personal reprimand by any 
member ; but all complaints against servants shall be made by a letter to the Secretary, signed by the member 
oomplaining. 

28. No placard or paper of any sort, whether written or printed, shaU be exhibited in any part of the dub- 
house without the sanction of the Committee. 

29. No member shaU give any money or gratuity to any servant of the Club upon any pretence whatsoever. 

80. No member is on any account to bring a dog or any other animal into the Club-house. 

81. No member shaU tiike or permit to be taken from the Club-house, upon any pretence whatsoever, any 
newspaper, pamphlet, or other article, which is the property of the Club. 

82. No game of hazard shaU on any account be played nor dice be used in the Club-house, except for Back- 
gammon. 

88- Any deviation from the 2 last-mentioned rules shall, on satisfactory proof being laid before the Com- 
mittee, involve the immediate expulsfon of the offending member or members. 

84. The Gub-house shaU be opened at 9 a.m., from Mav to September inclusive ; during the remainder of the 
year at 10 a.x. The Club shaU be closed aU the year round at 10 f.x. The Club-house shidl not be opened at aU 
on Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Dav. 

86. The permanent library of the Club shaU be under the direction of the Committee, and shaU be open to the 
contributions of the members, whose names wiU be recorded.

RULES OP THE CHURCH INSTITUTE. 

Name ondofdeeU of the Ifutitut$. 

1. This Sodetv shall be called Thb Chttboh Instxtittb ; its objects being the maintenance and 

advancement of the principles of the Choreh of England, the promotion of general knowledge in subordination 
to Keligion, and the encooragement of kindly intercourse among all members of the Church of England. 

Means of advaneing the Ofy'eeta, 

2* The means proposed for canning ont the above-mentioned objects are, providing and maintaining suitable 
premises, to contam Libra^, Beading, and Class Rooms ; the delivery of Lectures, and the formation of Classes 
for religious and general instruction ; the establishment of a Reference Library for the use of Sunday School 
teachers, and to promote the efficiency of Sunday Schools ; also to promote the formation of Branch Institotes 
within the Deanery. 

Jhutees and Property, 

8. The property of the Institote, as acquired, is and shall be vested in [6] Trostees, to be elected by the 
Cooncil ; and when any Trostee or Trustees of the property of the Institute shall die, or desire to be discharged, 
or refuse or decline or become incapable to act, or shall cease to be a member of the Church of England, the 
Council of the said Institute shall have power to appoint a new Trustee or Trustees ; and, upon every such 
appointment, the number of Trustees may be increased or reduced, so that the number be not reduced below 8. 

4. The property of the Institute shall not be alienated or disposed of, except by the direction of the Council 
for the time being, of which contemplated alienation or disposition notice shall have been posted in the Library 
14 daysprevious to such alienation or disposition. 

6. Tne Council may, so often as occasion shall require, purchase any land or property within the Parish of 
for Ihe purposes of the Institute, out of the funds of the Institute, or any moneys given or sob- 
scribed to it, and shall cause such land or property to be conveyed to the Trustees of the property of the Institute, 
upon trust for promoting the objects of the Institote, and in such manner and form, and with and subject to such 
trusts, powers, and provisions as shall be judged by the Council for the time being to be expedient ; and the 
■ignature of the President for the time being (if it shall be considered desirable that it should be given) to any 
deed or deeds shall be deemed conclusive evidence that the trusts, powers, and provisions contained therein 
have been approved of, and judged expedient by the Coundl ; but soon signature shall not be essential or 
necessary to be required. 

Qavemfnent, 

6. The Rector [Vicar] of for the time being shall be, ex ojfleio. President, if willing to act. 

7. The afftdrs of the Institote shall be under the management of a Itesident, [6] Vice-Presidents (8 
clerical and 3 lav)> a Treasurer, [8] Honorary Secretaries (one clerical and 2 lay), 2 Auditors, and an 
Executive Council, consisting of the Vicar of every parish in the Deanery, and [2] lay members from eaoh 
such parish, and a number not exceeding [20] of the other lay members, every such person being a subaoriber. 
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lUtirtment of OJieert, 

8* That the Yioe-Preeidenta, Treasurer, Honorarj Secretaries, Auditors, and Lay Members of the Executiye 
Council shall retire annually, but shall be eligible for re-election. 

Members eligible fiir OJlee, or to vote, 

■ 

0. Members above 20 years of age shall alone be elii^ible for office, or to vote. A lifit of those thus qualified 
shall be placed in the reading-room 14 days preyious to the annual meeting. Each person proposed for office must 
have been a member of the £istitute for at least 6 months previously. 

Vacaneies. 

10* The Coundl shaU have power to supply any vacancy which may occur in any office during the year, by 
electing some other member of the Institute. 

Annual General Meeting, 

11. A General Meeting shall be held each year, within 80 days after Easter, of which notice shall be given in 
the local newspapers and on the notice board of the Institute. At this meetiog a report of the past year's 
proceedings shall be presented by the retiring Council, and the Council for the ensuing year elected. 

Meetings of the Council. 

12. The Coundl shall meet on the [third Tuesday] in each month, without being specially summoned. Any 
member of the Executive Council, residing within the Borough, neglecting to attend 3 successive meetings, 
shall receive notice of such neglect from the Secretaries ; and if he fail to attend the next meeting, he shall do 
considered to have resigned his office unless he shows satisfactory cause for such absehce. 

Committees, 

13< At the first meeting of the Coundl, after the Annual Meeting, Committees shall be appointed out of 
its members for the efficient working of the various departments of the Institute ; each Committee snail consist of 
not less than 6 members of the Council. The proceedings of each Committee shall be subject to the approval of 
the CounciL The President and Yice-IVesidentsof the Institute, Treasurer, the Honorary Secretaries and Auditors 
shall be, ex ojficio, members of each Committee. 

Special General Meeting, 

14. The President may, whenever he considers it necessary, or on the requisition in writing of [15] members 
of the Council, or of [25J members of the Institute, call a special general meeting of the members of the 
Institute, and the object of sudi meeting shall be stated in the notice calling such meeting. 

Membership. 

16. Members shall be of 2 dasses — ^honorary members subscribing not less than [one guineal, and ordinary 
members not less than [5«.] per annum. Subscriptions shall be due in advance, and may be paid in one amount 
on the Ist of April in each year, or in 2 sums on the 1st of April and the 1st of October, and this subscription 
shall entitle members to all privUegea. Any member neglecting to pay his or her subscription for 6 weeks after 
the same shall be due shall, sGPter receiving notice from the Librarian (unless it be paid within a week of such notice) ^ 
cease to be a member of the Institute. Candidates for admission to the Institute, on depositing with the Librarian 
the amount of their subscriptions, may be admitted provisionally, subject to confirmation. The Council may 
reject or confirm the admission, from time to time, of members, and shall have power to expel any one. Any 
person so expelled shall forfeit any privileges to which his subscription would have entitled him. 

Members* Privileges, 

16. Members paying annually half-a-guinea shall be entitled to one extra ticket of admission to all Lectures 
of the Institute. 

Members* Cards, 

17. Every person, on admission, shall be furnished with a copy of the Bules gratis, and a card, which shall 
entitle such person to the privileges of the Institute, in accordance with its Rules and Regulations. Such cards 
must be produced (if required) before admission to the Institute or its privileges. 

Admission to Lectures, 

18. Non-members may be admitted to attend the lectures or entertainments provided at the expense of 
the Institute, on the payment of such sum as shall from time to time be determined by the CounciL The Coundl 
shall also have power to make a charge to members for admission to lectures or entertainments when they find it 
necessary or expedient to do so. 

Libraries, M 
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Dutiei 0/ H<morary Secretaries, 

19. The Hononir7 Secretaries shall enter Mintites of allmeetingrs of the Gonndl in a Minute-book, whioh shall 
be read at the next meeting, and signed bj the Chairman, and shall discharge suoh oUier duties as the Gounoll 
may from time to time appoint. 

JDutiee of the Treawurer. 

20. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys from the officer of the Institute duly authorised to collect the 
same ; he shall have charge of all funds, and make all payments on account of the Institute, according to the 
orders of the Council, to whom also his books shall at all times be open for inspection. He shall keep fair and accurate 
accounts of his receipts and disbursements. He shall not retain in his hand any sum exceeding [£10] but 
when the balance in hand exceeds that amount, he shall pay it to the account of the Institute in such bank as 
the Council may appoint. 

Dutiea of the Auditort, 

21. The Auditors shall audit and sign the Treasurer's accounts previously to their being laid before the 
annual meeting. 

Dutiu of the Librarian. 

22. The Librarian shall, under the Council, have the charge and control of the Institute ; he shall collect the 
subscriptions, contributions, and other moneys, and hand over all sums received to the Treasurer at least onoe a 
week ; he shall keep the books and accounts of the Institute, attend meetings, and, in the absence of the Honorary 
Secretaries, take and preserve the Minutes of meetings, enrol the names of members, issue cards of membership^ 
and transact the general business of the Institute. 

Aeeounta, 

2S. The accounts of the Institute shall be made up to the end of March in each year, and together with all 
books of accounts, bills, vouchers, receipts, and other documents relating thereto, shall be laid before the Auditors 
<«6 week before the annual meeting. 

Regitttr of Membere. 

24* The name and residence of each member shall be entered in a book, to be kept for the purpose ; and when 
any member changes his or her residence, such change shall be signified to the Librarian. 

Formation of Special Claeeet, 

26* The Council shall, as they may deem necessary, form classes, and appoint teachers ; they shall also fix the 
•oontributions of members who take advantage of them. 

Admieeum to Special CUueee. 

26* Members mi^, by applying to the Librarian, be admitted to any classes of the Institute, on paying the 
contribution specified. They shall also be at liberty, under the sanction of the Council, to form themselves into 
<jlasses for mutual benefit and improvement. 

Boorm may he uted for Meetinge, fc, not connected with the Institute, 

27. The Council shall have power to ^rant the use of any of the rooms of the Institute for entertsinxnents 
and meetings not connected with the Institute, on suoh terms as they may from time to time determine. 

Privileges of Menders of other Church Institutes. 

28. Members of Church Institutes beyond the Limits of the Deanery are allowed to avail themselves of this 
Institute during their temporary residence in the town, on producing their cards of membership to the Librarian, 
«nd entering their names in a book kept for that purpose. 

Sg-Laws, 

29. The Council shall have power from time to time to make By-Laws and Regulations, so that the same be 
not inconsistent with these Rules ; and should any case of doubt or difficulty occur, which is not provided for by 
any Rule or By-law, it shall be determined by resolution of the Council. A copy of the By-Laws is to be exhibited 
in eadi department to which the same may have reference. 

Alteraiion of Rules, 

80> No proposition for any new Rule, or for altering or repealing any existing rule of the Institute, shAll 
be entertained, unless it be in writing, and either recommended by the Counol or signed by at least [26] members 
of the Institute, and delivered to the President, who shall thereupon call a special general meeting not less than 
ri4l days after the receipt thereof. And no Rule shall be repealed or altered, or any new Rule adopted, except 
by [two-thirds] of those members present at such meeting. 

Dissolution of the Institute*

19. Syery member playing at any game shall count the pieces before returning tliem, and shall be liable for 
any that are lost or damaged by him.

An Act for exempting certain speclfick Legacies S^J 
which shall he given to Bodies Corporate or • 
other Public Bodies from the payment of 
Duty. {12th July, 1799.) 

WHERF.AS it is expedient that certain speeifick legacies given to Bodies Corporate and oth«r 
Public Bodies and Societies should be exempted from the Duties imposed on legacies : Be it 
enacted, kc. 
From and after the passing of this Act no legacy consisting of books, prints, pictures, statu

19. The Trustees of such Institution who, by reason of their beini^c the legal owner of the build- Tnuteesto bo 
ing or premises, shaU beoome liable to the payment of any Rate, Tax, charge, costs or expenses, i°^<ie°^iufled fiwn 
shall be indemnified and kept harmless by the Governing Body thereof from the same, and in defli<S?4ereof 
default of such indemnity shall be entitled to hold the said building or premiiee and other property empowered to 
vested in them as a security for their reimbursement and indemnification, and, if necessity shall mortgaf^e or sell 
arise, may mortgage or seU the same, or part thereof, free f rem the trusts of the Institution, and *^* premiwi. 
apply the amount obtained by such mortgage or sale to their reimbursement, and the balance (if 

any) to the benefit of the Institution, subject to the restrictions herein-before contained with regard 
to lands given and lands belonging to the Duchies aforesaid. 

20. Where any Institution shall be incorporated, and have no provision applicable to the Verting of 
personal property of such Institution, and in all cases where the Institution shall not be incorpo- {T^t ttrau 
rated, the money, securities for money, goods, chattels, and personal e£fects belonging to the said '^^ ^"<>°* 
Inititution, and not vested in Trustees, shall be deemed to be vested for the time being in the 
Governing Body of such Institution, and in all proceeding^, civil and criminal, may be described as 

the monies, securities, goods, chattels, and effects of the Governing Body of such Institution by 
their proper title. 

21. Any Institution incorporated which shall not be entitled to sue an4 be sued by any corporate 8aite by snd 
name, and every Institution not incorporated, may sue or be sued in the name of the President, ^**°'^ lutitii* 
Ohurman, principal Seoretarr, or Clerk, as shsJl be determined by the rules and regulations of the ^°^' 
Institution, and, in default of such determination, in the name of such person as shall be appointed 

by the Governing Body for the occasion ; 

Provided, that it shall be competent for any person having a claim or demand against the Institu- 
tion to sue the President or Chairman thereof, if, on application to the Governing Body, some other 
officer or person be not nominated to be the defendant. 

2Si. No suit or proceeding in any Civil Court shaU abate or discontinue by reason of the person Suite not to 
by or against whom such suit or proceedings shall have been brought or continued dying or ceasing ^^^ *>' ^^^ 
to fill the character in the name whereof he shall have sued or been sued, but the sa^ne suit or ^°^*^*- 
prooeeding shall be continued in the name of or agfainst the successor of such person. 

23. If a judgment shall be reoovered against the person or officer named on behalf of the Enforcement of 
Institution, such judgment shall not be put in force against the goods, chattels, or lands, or against *^°<lff°^o°t. 
tiie body of such person or officer, but against the property of the Institution, and a Writ of 
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Beyivor shall be issued setting forth the judgment reoovered, the fact of the party against whom it 
shall have been recovered having sued or having been sued, as the case may be, on behalf of the 
Institution only, and requiring to have the judgment enforced against the property of the 
Institution. 

24. In any Institution, the Governing Body, if not otherwise legally empowered to do so, may, 
at any meeting specially convened aocoraing to its regulations, muEC any ^y-Law for the better 
governance of the Institution, its members or officers, and for the furtherance of its purpose and 
object, and may impose a reasonable pecuniary penalty for the breach thereof, which penalty, when 
accrued, may be recovered in any local Court of the District wherein the defendant shall inhabit or 
the Institution shaU be situated, as the Groveming Body thereof shall deem expedient: 

Provided always, that no pecuniary penalty imposed by any By-Law for the breach thereof shall 
be recoverable unless the By-Law shall have been confirmed by the votes of three-fifths of the 
members present at a meeting specially convened for the purpose. 

26. Any member who may be in iekrrear of his subscription according to the rules of the Institu- 
tion, or may be or shall possess himself of or detain any property of the Institution in a manner or 
for a time contrary to such rules, or shall injure or destroy tne property of the Institution, may be 
sued in the manner hereinbefore provided ; 

But if the defendant shall be successful in any Action or other proceeding at the instance of the 
Institution, and shall be adjudged to recoyer his costs, he may elect to proceed to recover the same 
from the officer in whose name the suit shall be brought, or from the Institution, and in the latter 
case shall have process against the property of the said Institution in the manner above described. 

26. Any member of the Institution who shall steal, purloin, or embezzle the money, securities 
for money, goods, and chattels of the Institution, or wilfully and maliciously, or wilfully and 
unlawfully, destroy or injure the property of such Institution, or shall forge any deed, bond, 
security for money, receipt, or otner instrument, whereby the funds of the Institution 'may be 
exposed to loss, shall be subject to the same prosecution, and if convicted shall be liable to be 
punished in like manner, as any person not a member would be subject and liable to in respect of 
the like offence. 

27> Whenever it shall appear to the Governing Body of any Institution (not having a Royal 
Charter, nor established by nor acting under any Act of Parliament), which has been established 
for any particular purpose or purposes, that it is advisable to alter, extend, or abridge such purpose, 
or to amalgamate such Institution, either wholly or partially, with any other Institution or Institu- 
tions, such Governing Body may submit the proposition to their members in a written or printed 
report, and may convene a special meeting for the consideration thereof according to the regmations 
of the Institution ; 

But no such proposition shall be carried into effect unless such report shall have been delivered or 
sent by poBt|fco every member 10 days previous to the special meeting convened by the GovemingBody 
for the consideration thereof, nor unless such proposition shall have been agreed to by the votes of 
three-fifths of the members present at such meeting, and confirmed by the votes of three-fifths of 
the members present at a second special meeting convened by the Governing Body at an interval of 
one month after the former meeting. 

28> If any members of the Institution, being not less than two-fifths in number, consider that 
the proposition so carried is calculated to prove injurious to the Institution, they may, within 3 
months after the confirmation thereof, make application in writing to the Lords of the Committee 
of Her Majesty's Privy Council for Trade and Foreign Plantations, who, at their discretion, shall 
entertain the application, and if, after due inquiry, they shall decide that the proposition is then 
calculated to prove inj urious to the Institution, the same shall not be then carried into efi^ct ; 

But such decision shall not prevent the members of such Institution from reconsidering the same 
proposition on a future occasion. 

29. Any number not loss than three-fifths of the members of any Institution may determine that 
it shaU be dissolved, and thereupon it shall be dissolved forthwith, or at the time tnen agreed upon, 
and all necessary steps shall be taken for the disposal and settlement of the property of the Institu- 
tion, its claims and liabilities, according to the rules of the said Institution appUoable thereto, if 
any, and if not, then as the €k)veming Body shall find expedient ; 

Provided, that in the event of any dispute arising among the said Governing Body or the 
members of the Institution the adjustment of its affiedrs shall be referred to the Judge of the 
County Court of the District in which the principal building of the Institution shall be situated, 
and he shall make such order or orders in the matter as he shall deem requisite, or, if he find it 
necessary, shall direct that proceedings shall be taken in the Court of Chancery for the adjustment 
of 'the affairs of the.Institution. 

30* If upon the dissolution of any Institution there shall remain, after the satisfaction of all its 
debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed among 
the members of the said Institution or any of them, but shall be given to some other Institution 
to be determined by the members at the time of the dissolution, or in default thereof by the Judge 
of the County Court aforesaid ; 

Provided, however, that this dause shall not apply to any Institution which shall have been 
founded or established by the contributions of shareholders in the nature of a Joint Stock Company. 

81. For the purposes of this Act, a member of an Institution shall be a person who, having been, 
admitted therein according to the rules and regulations thereof, shall have paid a subscription, or 
shall have signed the roll or list of members thereof ; 

But in all proceedings under this Act no person shall be entitled to rote or be counted as a 
member whose current subscription shall be in arrear at the time. 

Committee, or other 
body to whom by Act of Parliament, charter, or the rules and regulations of the Institution, the

to tbe public, of pnblio mnsenms &nd galleries of paintings and other works of Art, oallecUons of 
Hatnral History, mechanical and philosophical inientions, instrumenta, or dedgTis ; 

Provided, that the Boyal Institution, and the London Institution for the adeaccement of litarahu« 
and the diffosisn of useful knowled^, shall be exempt from the operation of this Act.

11% to or vetted in such charities, or Trustees of such eLarities, and to r^imini.t the expense 
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of enrolment under an Act passed in the SOtli year of the reign of Her present Majesty, intitoled 
" An Act to make farther proyision for the enrolment of certain deeds, assnranoes, and other 
** instruments relating to charitahle trusts : " Be it therefore enacted, &o. 

1. From and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for the Trustees or Trustee for the Upon sppliealioa 
time being of any charity for religious, educational, literary, scientific, or public charitable purposes, 'J^SL* ^ 
to apply, in manner herein-after mentioned, to the Chant f CommissionerB for England and Wales Conmiisnonen 
for a certificate of registration of the Trustees of any such charity as a Corporate Body ; maj grant oerti- 

And if the Commissioners, having regard to the extent, nature, and objects and other circumstances ^<^^ of i^gu- 
of the charity, shall consider such incorporation expedient, they may grant such Certificate SoStebody**'' 
accordingly, subject to such conditions or directions as they sh^ think fit to insert in their Certificate 
relating to the qualifications and number of the Trustees, their tenure or avoidance of office, and the 
mode of appointing new Trustees, and the custody and use of the common seal ; and the Trustees of

Provided that nothing herein contained shall be taken or construed so as to extend, modify, or 
control any of the provisions of an Act passed in the 9th year of His Majesty King George II., 
chapter 36, intituled '* An Act to restrain the disposition of lands whereby the same become 
" unalienable," or to make valid any gift, grant, or purchase which would be invalid under the 
enactments contained in that Act. 

2. The Certificate of incorporation shall vest in such Body Corporate all real and personal estate, Sdy*corpoSte"' 
of what nature or tenure soever, belonging to or held by any person or persons in trust for such 

charity, and thereupon any person or persons in whose name or names any stocks, funds, or securities, 
shall be standing in trust for the charity, shall transfer the same into the name of such Body 
Corporate, except as herein-after provided ; 

And all covenants and conditions relating to any such real estate enforceable by or against the 
Trustees thereof before their incorporation shall be enforceable to the same extent and by the same 
means by or against them after their incorporation : 

Provided always, that if such property shall be of copyhold or customary tenure, and liable to the 
payment to any fine or heriot on the death or alienation of the tenant or tenants thereof, it shall be 
lawful for the lord or lady of the manor of which such property shall be holden, on the granting of 
the said Certificate, and at the expiration of every period of 40 years thereafter so long as such 
property shall belong to such Body Corporate, to receive and take a sum corresponding to the fine 
and heriot, if any, which would have been payable by law upon the death or alienation of 
the tenant or tenants thereof, and to recover the same by any means which such lord or lady could 
have used in the event of the death or alienation of the tenant or tenants of such property, such 
payments to be in full of all fines and heriots payable in respect of the same property. 

Provided also that such certificate shall not have the effect of summarily transierring or directing 
the transfer to the incorporated Trustees any stocks, funds, or securities held by the Official Trustees 
of Charitable Funds for the benefit of the charity, but the same shall be transfeiable only by the 
Official Trustees to the incorporated Trustees under the discretionary order of the Commissioners, 
and by the ordinary means of transfer or assignment.

or by any such conditions or directions as aforesaid, by such legal means as would have been avail- 
abie fcr the appointment of new Trustees of the charity if no certificate of incorporation had been 
granted, or otherwise as shali be required by such conditions or directions as aforesaid, and the 
appointment of every new Trustee shall be certified by or by the direction of the Trustees to tho 
Commissioners, either upon the completion of such appointment or when the next return of the

67, intitutled ** An Act to make further provisions for the enrolment of certain deeds, assurances, 
and other instruments relating to charitable trusts/' provision was made for the enrolment upon 
application by summons in a summary way to the Court of Chancery, and by order of the court 
made upon such application of certain deeds, assurances, and other instruments relating to charit- 
able trusts, and it is expedient to extend such provision and to iacilitate the enrolling of deeds, 
assurances, and instruments relating to charitable trusts where the original deeds creating such 
trusts have been lost, or when the same have not been enrolled in proper time : 

Be it enacted, from and after the passing of this Act, if the clerk of enrolments in Chancery for 
the time being shall be satisfied by affidavit or otherwise, that the deed, assurance, or other instru- 
ments conveying or charging the hereditaments, estate, or interest for charitable uses was made 
really a.nd bona Jidc, for full and valuable consideration actually paid at or before the making or per- 
fecting thereof, or reserved by way of rent charge or other annual payment, or partly paid at or 
before the making or perfectin of such deed, assurance, or other instrument, and partly reserved 
as aforesaid without fraud or collusion, and that at the time of the application to the said clerk of 
enrolments possession or enjoyment is held under such deed, assurancie, or other instrument, and 
that the omis don to enrol the same in proper time has arisen from ignorance or inadvert^^noe, or 
from the destructinn thereof by time or accident <t shall be lawful for the said clerk of enrolments 
to enrol the deed, assurance or iuHtrument to which the application relates, or such a subsequent 
deed as in the ^aid Act mentioned as the case may be, and the same shall thereupon be enrolled 
accordingly, and such enrolment shall be as valid and effective for all purposes as if the same had 
been made under the authority of the said last mentioned Act. 

Ovei and above the ordinary fee payable upon the enrolment of any deed, assurance, or other in- 
strument, there ^bHll be paid upon the enrolment under this section of any deed, assurance, or 
other instrument, he further fee of 10*. 

14. The words " public charitable purposes " shall mean all such charitable purposes as come 
within the m^'anin^, purview, or interpretation of the Statute of the 43rd year of Queen Elizabeth, 
chapter 4, or h» to which, or the administration of the revenues or property applicable to which, the 
Court of Chancer has or may exercise jurisdiction ; 

And the word " IVuHtees" shaU include the Governors, Manager.^, or other persons having the 
conduct or muiiH<:eiiit'nt of any charity. 

15. This Af-r m .y be cited for all purposes as the" Charitable Trustees Incorporation Act, 1872.

THIS Digest has been compiled with the view of laying before the reader 
handy notes of such Cases, decided, for the most part, in the Superior 
Courts, as may be useful for the guidance of persons connected with 
Literary and Scientific Institutions.

As regards the Cases relating to Charities, many of which involye matters 
connected with the Laws of Mortmain, it must be understood that the 
selection is by no means intended to be exhaustiye ; but that only a moderate 
number of the reported Cases connected with such subjects are giyen, being 
those likely to be of general usefulness for the guidance of intending 
Testators, Solicitors, and Trustees and Managers of Literary Institutions. 

In my Hcmdhook for Fublic Meetings will be found a number of Cases 
allied to some of those given in this Work. Committees of Societies who 
desire to imderstand their legal position and responsibilities under circum- 
stances of difficulty, will do well to consult that little volimie.
